Albert Maykovich, OACSI , on 1 Kay 1970, re Subject. £ 
requested more details on subject in response to a £ 

22 cable. Maykovich pave the following: 

Senator Javits ’ office received a letter datq.d 
16 June 1966 from Sandra S. Zunik , 55 Windsor Avenue, 

Apt. 310E, Rockville Center, New York. The letter 
referred to the interview on the NBC Frank McGee show 
of the previous Sunday of Alfred and Henry Newton, 
brothers resident in Kent, England. The Newtons* 
claimed to have been members of the British Secret 
Service in WW II; to have been captured and tortured 
by the German service. Their principal torturer was 
allegedly Subject. According to the Newtons, Subject 
was a prosperous businessman in Munich, protected by 
the Americans and the French, and on the American payroll. 
The letter asked why. 

2. Maykovich stated that Javits* office sent the letter 
to State; that Army had responded to State of Army *s contact 
with. Subject until 1951 when it ceased. Maykovich was unsure 
. a£ to .whether Army had told State of the Army ’s assistance 
‘in resettling Subject in South’ America.- v*
